In these days of so muth talk 
about the high cost of living it is 
well to remember that the public 
judges both food and clothing. 
la.gely by the eye. Green color- 
ed apples are difficult to sell, 
even when of fine quality; but a 
red apple will usually bring a 
good price, even though the ac- 
tual flavor may be little~ better 
than a turnip. According to in- 
vestigations the big profits are 
made on fancy footwear anc 
flimsy frills. Rice, in order- to 
make it attractive, has to be 
coated with glucose and powder- 
ed tale, by which: it gets its fine 
gloss. Butter must be yellow to 
please the purchaser and is, 
therefore, frequently colored 
with a yellow dye. The public 
demands wheat flour in as. white 
a form as possible, hence it has 
to bleached to remove its naturai 
yellow tint. All this catering to 
the eye costs money while the 
comfort, wholesomeness and dur. 
ability are lost sight’ of. But 
since we are slaves to custom and 
siyle we go right along paying 
the piper and allowing him to cait 
the tune. This is one of the 
many causes of the present sit- 
uation which is too often over- 
looked. ; .
